LACK OF DEFINITE PROPOSALS. 

“The Czar has not come forward with 
definite proposals, with a well-cousid- 
ered pian of reform, but has only men- 

ttened those matters in regard to which 
he thinks reforms may be made. Only 
“‘@ very general indication is given of the 
geasures of reform which the Czar has 
$m mind and of the manner in which he 
thinks that remedies can best be applied. 

“This want of positiveness gives the 
impression that even in high quarters 
there is still some uncertainty in regard 
to what is actually desired. The text of 
the manifesto inspires the fear that it 
was sentiment rather than political con- 
Viction free from all secondary consider- 
ations which accelerated the publication 
eft the document so that it should fall on 
the birthday of Alexander III. 

“This imperial utterance certainly 
opens up bright prospects for the future, 
but the very fact that suggestions and 
genera! references take the place of def- 
4nite proposals, and the fact that the 
Cuar desires ip the first instance to know 
@hat the judgments and opinions of 
Widely differing circles have been heard 
Defore further steps are taken. give rise 
to the fear that so many wishés and 
Siews may be pressed upon the authori- 
ties that general confusion may result, 
out of which sound pians of reform, such 
as Russia urgently requires, can scarce- 
ly be developed.” 

CENSORSHIP NOT MENTIONED. 


The Berliner Nenueste Nachrichten, aft- 
ting that nothing is said in regard | 
tothe abolition or limitation of the press | 
censorship, remarks that Government | 

conferences at which persons enjoying 
public confidence are to be invited to as- | 

sist do not represent a development in 
e | 
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the direction of parliamentary life. 

This paper declares that, Just as the 
freeace manifesto of 1898 failed to 
bring disarmament, so the Czar’s pres- 
ent programme, however noble the in- 
tentions from which it springs may be, 
iti not bring to the Russian people the 
political salvation which almogt all 
classes in Russia crave. 

The Vienna correspondent “of 
Times says that Austrian comments on 
the manifesto consist chiefly of com- 


mired, but skepticism prevails in re- 
gard to its saving power. It is consid- 
ered unfortunate that the news of the 
imperial Russian gift of 10,000,000 cart- 
ridges to Servia coincides with the pub- 
lication of the edict. 

Possibly, says the correspondent, the 
cartridges are a concession to the Pan- 
Plavists, who are by no means satisfied 
with Russia's Balkan policy. They may 
also be meant as a warning to Bulgaria, 
but in any case it may be safely as- ! 
@umed that Austria would have pre- 
ferred a less enigmatic exemplification of | 
the pacific policy of her great neighbor 
and collaborator in the Near East. 


“BENEVOLENT DIFFIDENCE.” 


Benevolent diffidence, says The 
Times's Budapest correspondent, char- 
acterizes Austro-Hungarian comment on 
the manifesto—benevolence toward the 
author and diffidence in regard to the 
effect of his pronouncement. The man- 
festo is recognized as marking an im- | 
portant stage in the internal develop- 
gment of Russia. but opinions differ as 
to whether that stage is on the road ! 
toward sounder political and social con- 
@itions or toward social upheaval and 
political revolution. 

The Pester Lioyd remarks on the pass- 
age in the manifesto relative to religious 
toleration that it is not stated whether 
political toleration is to be extended to 
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blessing for the Russian people. True, 
the imperial will has proved powerless to 
prevent those ‘designs hostile to the 
State,” those “ doctrines foreign to Rus- 
sian life," which the manifesto de- 
nounces, The final circle, in which 
Nihilism reacts against absolutisth and 
absolutism finds its continued justifica- 
tion in the straggle against Nihilism, is 
unbroken by the imperial! edict. 

One satisfactory feature, remarks the 
paper, is that the Czar does not now seek 
to counteract the influences which “ dis- 
turb our subjects’ minds” by engaging 
his people in military enterprises against 
a foreign State. The Pester Lioyd says 
experience has shown that war is no 
antidote for revolution. The pacific 
policy of the Czar does as much credit 
to his head as to his hear“.

Will Run for the State Senate Against 
the Democratic Organization's 
Candidate.

It is 
less likeiy to be forgotten than those which 
have preceded it, for the reason that it 
has a literature, which the others had not. 
That the university management will 
profit by its experience in a great Many es- 
sential particulars is to be expected. In 
its infirmary organization it is not 
equipped for an emergency. It may not ie 
to blame for this, but it will be if what 
the emergéncy of the past six weeks has 
taught it is not applied profitably. The 
ostentatious exclusion of its medical Fac- 
ulty from a voice jin the organization or 
management of its infirmary ts certainly 
to be regretted. If these gentlemen are 
competent to teach the science of medicine 
they may be assumed to have a larger 
judgment as to what ‘the infirmary needs 
in the matter of equipment and internal or- 
ganization than laymen. I am informed 
that the terms of the Sage endowment do 
not permit the university to conduct the 
medical work of the institution through its 
ewn corps of physicians, but it is scarcely 
to be imagined that they forbid surgical 
cleanliness, a good organisation, the pre- 
vention of dangerous overcrowding, the 
‘tnstruction and disciplining of nurses, safe- 
guards against infection in 
carpets and hangings, and such arrange- 
ments as will insure that the instructions 
of visiting physicians are carried out in 
the proper way. 
‘The mortality records of the infirmary 
during the present epidemic show how far 
it is below the standards of good hospital 
organization.

RUSSIA’S ASIATIC RAILWAYS. 


Report by Finance Minister de Witte— 
He Says Dainy Will Become an 
international Trade Centre. 


Lonvorw Times—New Yoru Times

LONDON, March 14.—The report on 
the Siberian and Manchurian Railways 
of M. de Witte, the Russian Minister of 
Finance, says the St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent of The Times, estimates the 
total expenditure on these lines at 1,000,- 
000,000 rubles, ($515,000,000,) the bur- 
den of which, nays M. de Witte, prevents 
contemporaries from appreciating the 
future importance of the work. 

The Minister thinks more ought to be 
done to promote the colonization of Si- 
beria, which is very thinly populated. 
He declares that the new port of Dalny 
is destined to be a centre of internation- 
al trade, and that its future can best be 
guaranteed by developing its foreign 
trade in every possible way. He thinks 
the injury to Vladivostok only tempo- 
rary, and that it will remain the port of 
the Amur territory and Northern Man- 
churia, while Dalny will become the port 
of the rest of Manchuria. M. de Witte 
adds: ‘ 

“The construction of the Manchurian 
Railway and the foundation of Port Ar- 
thur and Datny constitute a great 
achievement, the solution of an histor- 
ical problem, and one of the last steps in 
Russia's forward movement in the Far 
East in the endeavor to make her way to 
the open ports of the Pacific.” 


GERMAN MARITIME PROGRESS. 


Discussed In an Articie in the Paris 
Journal — Value of the Combined 
Through Freight System.

LONDON, March 14.—The recent trans- 
fer by the French Navigation Company 
of a vessel to the Italian flag has, say 
the Paris correspondent gf The Times, 
excited a certain amount of public feel- 
ing and a good deal of discussion in re- 
gard to the condition of French shipping 
interests. 

The Journal publishes an article dwell- 
ing on the enormous progress of the 
German merchant fleet since 1870 and 


the manner in which it ts gaining on its 


After al- 
luding to the extraordinary value of the 
port of Hamburg. the Journal praises 
the German system of combined through 
freights from the most remote localities 
of the empire to all parts of the world 
visited by German merchant ships, by 
which Germany has solved the problem 
of the monopolization of the national ex- 
port traffic. The paper remarks that 
the two leading companies, the North 
German Lioyd and the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican, have gradually absorbed or driven 
out a number of English companies. 
The German coaling stations which are 
being established in all quarters, says 
the Journal, would be of great impor- 
tance to the empire in time of war.

Then Dr, Graeme H. Hammond of the 
New York Athielic Grub, wno won tne tn- 
tercollegiate championsnip in both the-quar- 
ter and halt mile runs in 1877, 8 ‘He 
said: *“ Columbia's athieti¢s have always 
been dear to my heart. We have won 
championships, and It is time to do it again, 
You can't depend on your stars, but must 
develop men to win second, third, and 
tourth places for yo.”

wr, THE CZAR’S REFORMS. 


3 That the Czar should be the person in 
all his dominions most. warmly inter- 
ested in Russian reforms is not only 
not wonderful. It ts almost a necessary 
consequence of his position. Hié inter- 
est is literally vital. That system of 
“absolutism tempered by assaésina- 
tion” which was long ago defined as the 
Government of Russia holds the ruler 
‘personally responsible” for whatever 
goes intolerably wrong, in the gbsence 
of any Ministers who can be held so re- 
sponsible. There is recent and horrible 
evidence that the responsibility is real 
and that it is enforced. The Czar is in 
the position of a man strapped upon the 
safety valve of popular discontent. All 
his life long the present Czar has occu- 
pied that perilous eminence. How 
should he not yearn to escape from it by 
any means short of that abdication 


which he would doubtless consider, and : 


would have plausible reason to consider, 
a dishonorable surrender and betrayal? 
It is the course of prudence for him to 
provide, by timely reforms, safe con- 
ductors for the force which threatens 
for the want of such conductors to de- 
stroy him. 

That internal reform is a necessity of 
his situation does not at all diminish 
the Czar’s merit. He has acted as a hu- 
mane and patriotic and intelligent man. 
And not for the first time. There is no 
reason to doubt that he, personally and 
individually, is the author of the plan for 
settling international disputes by ‘the 
erection. of an international tribungl, nor 
that he looked upon the erection of such 
a tribunal as a preliminary to the relief 
of Europe from the enormous arma- 
ments under which ajil Europe groans. 
If he had been loyally and sincerely sec- 
onded by other monarchs, that project 
would before this have proved fruitful. 
But the first and most important case 
which the tribunal has.thus far had to 
deal with it owes to the submission to it 
of the conflicting claims of two Ameri- 
can republics. It owes nothing to the 
overburdened European States, the bur- 
dens of which it was designed to relieve. 
And the Czar’s desire to lighten the bur- 


dens of Russia has been thwarted by 


the refusal of other potentates to permit 
the burdens of their subjects to be light- 
ened, a fact which has been lately illus- 
trated by the curious and conspicuous 
reluctance of three European monar- 


chies to invoke the adjudication of the 


tribunal which they hed acquiesced ‘in 
establishing, in a case of which it would 
have been eminently appropriate that it 
should take jurisdiction. ~ 


But internal reforms the Czar can in- 


stitute without assistance from abroad. 
Toward the institution of them he has 
proceeded wisely and slowly. For a long 
time now he has made it hig business to 


find out what a people wanted who were 


cut off from those Instrumentalities for 
expressing their desires that are matters 
of course in lands in which “ freedom is 
indigenous, familiar, and full-grown.” 
It was a difficult task to ascertain what 


this dumb people really “ wished to say.” 


Officially they could speak only through 
the local bureaucrats who were them- 
selves among the things to be reformed. 
It was through the system of provincial 
committees, instituted for the purpose, 


that the Czar had to get his knowledge 
of what the grievances of the Russian 
people were before he could make any 
intelligent attempt to redress them. The 
provincial Governors, themselves almost 


to a man among the grievances and | 


abuses of which the Russians had to 
complain, have, as a matter of self- 
preservation, used their utmost endeav- 
ors to prevent the inquiry from being 
fruitful. But evidently they have not 
succeeded in rendering it fruitless. 


It is one of the chief malefactions of 
the Russian bureaucracy, which is but a 
phase and organ of the Russian aristoc- 
racy, that it has absorbed to itself pow- 
ers which were once in the people and for 
the exercise of which popular organiza- 
tion had been long ago provided. Jéun 
Qcixncr ADAMS was 80 struck by the 
analogy between the New England town 
meeting and the Russian “ mir” that he 
pronounced the Russians to be the only 
people excepting the Anglo-Saxons who 
had shown themselves fit for self-gov- 
ernment. But the increasing centrali- 
zation brought about by the increasing 
power of the bureaucracy has been illus- 
trated in the increasingly aggressive at- 
tempts upon the powers of the old com- 
munal Local Governments. To the Rus- 
sian peasantry, says STEPNIAK, “ official 
Mussia is a horde of foreign conquer- 
ors.”

THE ITHACA SITUATION. 

The special correspondence on the 
sanitary situation in Ithaca which has 
appeared in recent issues of THE Nsw 
Yorg Trexs will probably not be found 
agreeable reading by the people of 
city, and perhaps not by the manage- 
ment of the university. When surgery 
is necessary it is usually the more mer- 
ciful plan to cut as deep as is necessary 
to reach and uncover or excise the seat 
of the trouble. 

It is doubtless quite true that the Mu- 
nicipal Government of Ithaca has been no 
more negligent than the Governments of 
many Other small cities and towns. Many 
plausible excuses may be pleaded for its 
negligence, but these do not obliterate 
the fact that its responsibilities were 
very much greater in a university tewn 
than those of a city not of that charac- 
ter, which alone suffers for the conse- 
quences of its negligence. Thig is espe- 
cially true of the conditions favoring 
the introduction and spread of typhoid. 
A floating population of some three 
thousand persons of the average age of 
maximum susceptibility to this infection, 
removed from the restraints ef home in- 
fluence and not prudent-in their habits, 
are s0 many wards of the town. Their 
presence imposes upon Ithaca a special 
obligation of cleanliness and care. This 
obligation has not hitherto been recog- 
nized or met. That it will be in future is 
to be hoped and expected. ‘ That the uni- 
versity contributes no taxation off its as- 
sessed valuation of $9,478,000 te the mu- 
nicipal revenues has nothing to do with 
the case. The money annually disbursed 
by its student population makes the 
town prosperous, and if the great uni- 
versity which overlooks it were to be 
crippled or closed, Ithaca would suffer 
irreparable injury. It has therefore the 
double incentive of duty and interest to 
respect its obligation of exceptional vigi- 
lance for the protection of the public 
health. For what it has neglected to do 
in the past it deserves to be called sharp- 


ly to account. The facts are of the ut- 


most gravity; the excuses by which it is 
sought to paliiate them are trivial. 

In the letter elsewhere printed our spe- 
cial correspondent finds himeelf in a po- 


sition to take a hopeful view of the out- 


look so far as the purification of the 


water supply and the general cleansing 
of the town are concerned. It should be 
understood, however, that the work 
which will make Ithaca clean, stamp out 


the typhoid epidemic how afflicting it, 


and afford reasonable safeguards for the 
future, is just beginning. and that to 
complete it will demand the maintenance 
of the existing enthusiasm for sanitary 


reform which is the outgrowth of public 


fear. The habits of a city are not 
changed in a day. However, the work 
is in good hands, and the only obstacles 
in the way of its successful accom- 


plishment are those which may, but in 


this instance it is to be hoped will not, 


result from overeonfidence in the indi- 
cations of a diminution of the severity 
of the epidemic. The fact that it is by 


no means the first of its kind which has 
visited Ithaca should make it certain 


that it will be the last of those traceable 
to municipal carelessness. 

The suggestion that the Spring term 
be brought to an end by April 15, if pos- 
sible, and in no event later than May 1, 
and that the Summer school be not 
thought of this year, reflects intelligent 
public opinion in Ithaca. The responsi- 
bility rests upon the Trustees of the uni- 
If they deem it safe to bring to 
Ithaca this Summer a considerable num- 
ber of unacclimated young persons on 
the assurance that to come is at least 
reasonably safe, they will have to an- 
swer for the consequences. To take the 
chances involved would appear to show 
great temerity. That the university may 
be reopened in September wigh entire 
confidence in the local conditions ts the 
most that can be hoped for, and that 
hope may now be reasonably enter- 
tained. That it will suffer permanently 
from the incidents of the present year 
peed not be feared if the management

Mr. Roosevelt Not Likely to Call 
Congress Before November. 


Serfators Notified That They Must Pass 
Upon Treaties Before Adjournment 
—Democratic Proposal Rejected. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—In_ conver- 
sation to-day President Roosevelt said that 
he believed Congress should be called in 
extraordinary session, to complete the 
things that were left undone by the. last 
Congress. In this connection the Philip- 
pine Tariff and the Aldrich bills were 
named. The President, however, does not 
think an extra session necessary at this 
particular time. While he holdj himself 
free to bring Congress here at any time, 
he“is ‘hopeful that nothing will happen, 
as the result of the failure of certain 
measures, to make it necessary for him to 
call an extra session prior to November. 

Belief that the Cuban treaty will be rati- 
fied with amendments that will require 
action by the House of Representatives has 
brought to the front the question of a 
called seasion of the Fifty-eighth Congress, 
The President is desirous of fulfilling what 
he regards as an obligation resting on the 
United States to grant to Cuba commercial! 
assistance by establishing reciprocal ex- 
change of commodities. 

It is desirable to have final action on 
the Cuban treaty as soon as possible to the 
end that business men to be affected may 
know what is to be expected, aspecially as 
the sugar crop will be marketed in Decem- 
ber. The President, however, takes into 
consideration the fact that in many States 
important elections will be held this Fall 
and the presence of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives will be required in most of 
them. 

The elections will be over by Nevember 
2. If the public interests should require 
the presence of Congress prior to the time 
fixed for the regular assembly, the call 
thus could be made for the extra session 
to begin November 9, one week after the 
elections. The House would thus be ready 
'® proceed with legislation before December 
1, and a month would be gained. The 
Cuban treaty could be acted upon in time 
to make its provisions available for the 
next sugar crop. 

Of course, conditions may arise that 
would make the calling of an extra ses- 
s'on imperative late in the Summer or early 
in Autumn, but that is not now antici-

CONCOURSE IN 
BLACK AND WHITE. 


Exhibition of Pictures and Sketches at 
the Saimagundi Ciub. 


Eighty-odd are the pictures assembled in 
the gallery of the Salmagundi Club to greet 
the annual reunion of members and their 
invited guests at an exclusively, masculine 
feast which occurred last night. The walls 
are closely set with landscapes, marines, 
and figure pieces, pen-and-ink drawings for 
the press, and here and there a charcoal 
sketch. Colors are excluded in all but one 
or two cases; but there are not wanting: 
pictures in the collection which suggest col- 
or through the artful collocation of whites 
in different keys and blacks in varying 
shades. Indeed, one may find more than a 
single instance of work by some painter, 
who is best known for his pictures in col- 
ors, which is truer to nature in the present 
instance, where color in the ordinary ac- 
ceptation of the word is not on hand, than 
in the pictures found at the annual shows. 

Some of the exhibits are remarkable for 
the spirit with which a scene is giver? the 
cleverness of the figure work, the bright, 
dramatic action of the episode. ‘‘ Los Ar- 
rieros,”’ by F. Luis Mora, presents two 
Spanish muleteers at cards, with a tavern 
keeper's maid looking on, her face full of 
amusement at the anxious expression of 
one of the gamblers. The triumphant 
glance of the sharper lad, the vacillating 
look of the tenderfoot, and the arch play 
of features in the barmaid are indicated, 
each with perfect clearness. The picture is 
very well drawn and needs no explanation, 
Mr. Mora has understood the art of keeping 
the maid well back of the table and con- 


centrates the attention on the gamblers 
without making her indistinct. 

‘yYurning to & moonlight by the marine 
painter, F. kK, Rehn, one finds more 
“ color,”’ as the artists use that word, in 
this black-and-white than in his colored 
views of ocean and shore. Using olls, to 
be sure, but only the contres of dark 
and light, he manages to give impres- 
sion of a magic night with tumbling waves 
and the moon trailing a broken wave out to 
pea. And in the lonely ** Salt Marshes "’ of 
Arthur Hoeber we ftnd every compensa- 
tion tor the absence of other hues. * An 
Illicit Still” and ** Counterfeiters,”’ by W. 
R. Leigh, are scenes of fierce excitemenc 
that teil the story of lawbreakers surprised 
at their labor. Here is a very difterent 
picture—** Bleak Winter,’’ by Parker Mann 
—cool and sombre, highly finished and com- 
plete, a wooded landscape as full of per- 
sonality as the likeness of some one be- 
loved. 

Of course, there are pictures here which 
can be criticised for oné lapse or another— 
Arthur Woelfle’s ‘ Esmeralida,”” for in- 
stance, which may be objected to for the 
drawing of the figure and even more for 
depicting the young girl of Victor Hugo's 
novel half nude as she teaches her goat its 
ietters, The Algerian scenes, with” many 
figures, by Addixon T. Millar, need a much 
lighter touch and stronger grasp of draw- 
ing. “‘ The Young Giotto,” by John J. Fry, 
iz a rather tame performance in which the 
shepherd is seen perpetraiing his legendary 
circle. The pen and ink farces by Henry 
Wagner. made for the public prints, are 
unduly ccarse and grotesque when seen in } 
the full size of the cartoon, and there are | 
vther pictures which are by less experi- | 
enced hands, and lack evep the somewhat | 
vulgar strength of these. But a majority 
show trained brushes, and some are nota- 
ble for their individuality and theughtful 
charm.

MR. MORGAN’S ART OBJECTS. 


Estimate of $7,000,000 as Value of His 
Collection in Storage Abroad— , 
Duties Would Be $3,000,000. 


The announcement in a Washington dis- 
patch yesterday that J. Pierpont Morgan 
has in sté@rage in England art collections 
that would cost $3,000,000 in duties if 
brought to this country came as no surprise 
to the few persons in this city who are 
familiar with the extent of the financier’s 
purchases abroad, 

Henry J. Duveen, the art dealer, of 302 
Fifth Avenue, said last evening that duties 
of $3,000,000 would represent probably 
something like $7,000,000 worth of pictures,, 
art objects, and statuary, as duties range 
from 15 and W per cent. on paintings to 35 
or SO per cent. on articles coming under 
the classification ‘art objects."’ 

“Iam quite familiar with Mr. Morgan's 
purchases abroad,”’ Mr. Duveen said, “ and 
while 1 am not at liberty to state in detail 
what he has in storage there, I’ may say 


that it is enough to flu an ordinary mu- 
seum. ; 

“What Mr. Morgan has to say about the 
tariff rates on thege thi I quite agree 
with, It is outra us that this country 
should lay a ‘tax of this kind upon works 
of art brought in by private collectors whey 
ro large a part of them find their way 
ultimately into museums, where oaae re- 
main for the permanent education of the 
people, The present tariff, of course, makes 
no distinction between art collections 
brought in by individuals and those which 
dealers may import for sale. The entire 
proceeding seems to me to be altogether 
inconsistent with the principles of a demo- 
cratic people.”’

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Money harder, 5 to 8 per cent. on call. 


Stecks firm. 


Yesterday's stock market opened in 
Thursday's waiting niood, which passed 
inte something like strength about mid- 
@ay. Money then became harder, sug- 
Gesting unfavorable prospects regarding 
the bank statement. and announcement 
‘Was made of the granting of the injunc- 
tien in the Union Pacific-Southern Pa- 
cific case. Under some reaction the day's 
best prices were not maintained, but the 
ewlose found the majority higher. with 
copper stocks the chief exception to the 
rule of only fractional losses among ac- 
tive properties which declined. The mar- 
ket could hardly be called strong, but it 
certainly acted well under trying condi- 
tions. 

Avaiiabie figures indicate a loss of 
cash about six times the surplus reserve 
reported last week. But there is a prob- 

- @bility that much less reserve is needed 
this week through the reduction of loans 
and deposits. These items cannot be ac- 
eurately forecasted. so that to-day’s 
@tock market may resemble last Satur- 
Gay's until their disclosure. Two favor- 
able indications should modify pessim- 
fem. Last week's gain from the inter- 
for is exceeded, strengthening hopes that 
the return movement will appear as 
weual, despite fears to the contrary. 
There is also a decrease in the loss to 
the Sub-Treasury, and this item also 
Promises to become smaller. It alone suf- 

. fices to account for the depletion of the 
Surplus, despite the frequent attribution 
of this fact to the bank's encouragement 
of speculative borrowers. It is a singular 
fact that the New York banks lose to the 
@ub-Treasury every year more than the 

_S@arplus revenue of the nation. Customs 
@re paid from the bank deposits, but the law 
forbids customs collections to be banked. 
‘Ané internal revenue collections, which 
may be benked, are often kept in the dis- 
trict where collected, being transferred to 
the New York Sub-Treasury by checks 
wpon the New York. correspondents of the 
eofiecting banks. Yet our banks are ac- 
cused of unwise management, encourage- 
metit of speculation, and so on. The New 
York banks can stand it all right, but 
the trouble is that misinformation about 
ft obstructs needed legislation. 

In the Southern Pacific pool case, the 
parties having gone into court are each 
entitled to presumption of confidence in 
the merits of their respective cases, and 
Such disputes are commonly stubbornly 
contested. It is well worth while to have 
the principles settled regarding the duty 
of a holding corporation toward the held 
corporation.

Port Officials Perplexed by the 
Case of a Rich Brazilian. 


He Died, Precious Satchel is Missing, 
and Fiancee Is on Record as En- 
gaged to Another Man. 


The immigration authorities on Ellis 
Island, Busk & Jevons, the agents of the 
steamship Hevelius, and the medical offi- 
cers at Quarantine are in a quandary over 
the disappearance of a small satchel that 
is said to have contained several thousand 
dollars. The money was the property of 
Antonio Belens, a wealthy Brazilian, who 
was among the arrivals on the Heveltus 
from Brazil last Wednesday. He was re- 
moved to Hoffman Island owing to the 
fact that he was ill, and it was feared that 
he might be a victim ef yellow fever. Mr. 
Belens died Thursday afternoon, and an 
autopsy reveale@li that his death was due 
to Bright's disease 

Mr. Belens wad’ accompanied to New 
York by Miss Estelle Van der Bosclf and 
his son and a nephew, each nine years old. 
They had in contemplation an extended 
tour, When the Hevelius arrived, how- 
ever, all the plans of the party were up- 
ret owing to the serious condition of Mr. 
Belens. When Mr. Belens was transferred 
to Hoffman Island Miss Van der Bosch 
and the two boys, one of whom is a deaf- 
mute, were taken in charge by the Immi- 
gration authorities and sent to Ells Island. 

There was some doubt of the right of the 
woman and boys to land, and Thursday 
they had a bearing by the Board of Special 
Inquiry, who held them pending the re- 
covery of Mr. Belens. His death caused 
in another hearing yesterday, and the 
board. finally decided to send the woman 
and the boys Back to Brazil on the Heve- 
Lius. 

Thursday Miss Van der Bosch asked 
about the satchel She said that Mr. 
Belens had it when he left the steamship, 


and that he had taken $250 of the large 
sum it contained and given it to her. The 
immigration officials promptly got to 
work, but soon realized that they had a 
hard problem to solve. The steamship 
agents nd the Qparantine officials Uke- 
wise were informed of the loss of the 
satchel, and started on a hunt, as did alsu 
the Customs Inspectors. Late yesterday 
afternoon the satchel had not been, found. 

There was some comment made by the 
immigration authorities concerning the de- 
tention of Mr. Belens on Hoffman Island. 

” Btrictl speaking,”” said an official, 
“Mr. Belens should not have been fre- 
moved from the vessel, tUnder a strict 
interpretation of departmental rules we 
will nave to deport iss Van der Bosch: 
She is on the manifest as coming here to 
marry Daniel Lindo of the firm of kh. 
Mandel & Go., importers in this city, with 
offices at 24 and 26 Howard Street. That, 
however, Miss Van der Bosch denies, and 
she says that she was to have been mar- 
ried to Belens. His wife died a few month-= 
ago, leaving him a large amount of money. 
His mother also allewed him 85,000 a 
year.” 

Mr. Lindo of Mande! & Co. was commu- 
Micated with yesterday, and visited Elli« 
Island. He said after « consultation with 
Miss Van der Bosch that Mr. Belens had 
given 8200 tc the woman at Quarantine 
When told this an official of the depart- 
ment called up Quarantine and asked about 
the satchel 

The Quarantine officials said that they 
had fot seen any satch Just before | 
Mr. Belens died, they said, he had told one 
of the nurses that she would find ; 
of money in his satchel to defray 
iyneral expenses. This is all they 
about the case. 

Allan Robinson, Commissioner Williams's 
eecretary, who has charge of the case, 
when asked about it, said: 

“ This is a complicated affair, and this 
mystery about the satchel makes it all the 
worse. The Inspector who held up the 
woman and the two boys cpuld not have 
acted any differently, the boys being with- 
out natural protectors, and the girl's case 
being One proper for invertigation Mies 
Van der Bosch has a quantity of fine jew- 
elry, and is well educated.”

TOPICS OF THE WEEK. 


WOW niany readers of the English and 
American newspapers had ever heard of 
the name of Mr. (or should it be Herr?) 
Houston Stewart Chamberlain until the 
report of its mention by that illustrious 

patron of the art, the Kaiser, was telegraphed all over 
the world? English in name and, we believe, English 
by birth also, Chamberiain is a German writer as yet 
practically unknown beyond the boundaries of the Kai- 
ser’s Empire except to those students who manage to 
keep abreast with the swelling current of German lit- 
erature. His name does not appear in the latest “ Ref- 
erence Catalogue of Current Literature.” No transla- 
tions of his writings have yet been put conspicaously 
on sale in England or America, though at least one 
book, “ Richard Wagner,” (1896-7,) may be obtained 
in an English translation of his Munich publisher. It 
ia safe to predict, however, that there will soon be a 
demand for his writings here, thanks to Wilthelm's 
good “ advance notice.” Wherefore we are glad to be 
able to direct attention to-day to our review of “ Thé 
Foundations of Nineteenth Century Civilization,” the 
very work which has so greatly pleased the Kaiser, who 
lately gave a copy of it to ex-Gov. David R! Francis of 
Missouri. This book undoubtedly has received a great 
deal of serious attention in Germany. Other works of 
this author are “Das Drama Richard Wagner's,” 
(1802;) “ Eimer Anregung,” (pamphiet, 1802;) “ Wag- 
ner’s Letters to Praeger,” “ Richard Wagner,” already 
mentioned, (1896, new edition 1901;) “ Parsifal Mar- 
chen,” (1900,) and “ Worte Christi.”

The revised edition of the Variorum “ Macbeth” 
eppears this week in a stout Octavo of nearly GUO 
pages. The play was first published in this edition 
im 1873. Dr. Furness says, in an explanatory note, 
that “ almost ae many years now separate us from the 
first volume of this edition as, at the time of its publi- 


ad 


During these years so much has been added in the way 
of criticism and illustration, that the epithet ‘new’ 
as applied to the earlier volumes is become almost 
misleading, and a demand for a ‘ newest new’ Vari- 
orum can be deemed hardly unreasonable.” The First 
Folio text, which has been used in all the Variorum 
editions thus far, excepting the first four volumes, 
is now substituted for the composite text originally 
employed in “ Macbeth” by Dr. Furness. Mr. Horace 
Howard Furness, Jr., to whom has fallen the work of 
revision, states thai this change of text has necessitated 
a new collation of all the texts. He also says that 
the next play in the series edited by his “ junior 
hands" will probably be “ Richard [11.” Mrs. A. L. 
Wister has succeeded to the work formerly done by 
her father, the late Rev. Dr. Furness, of translating 
the selections of German criticism and comment used 
in the Appendix. But the most notable feature in the 
new volume, to quote which is the main purpose of 
this brief preliminary notice, is an authoritative 
notice signed by Dr. Furness, which is both touching 
and reassuring: “ Surely, the instances are not many 
where a literary task begun by a father is taken up and 
carried forward by a son; still fewer are they where 
the father can retire within the shadow with such con- 
viction, as is now mine, that the younger hands are 
the better hands and that the work will be done more 
deftly in the future than in the past.” 
—_—_—_—_———e 

We find in The Baltimore Sun an exceedingly inter- 
esting and sensible article on that crux of Browning 
discussion, “ Childe Roland to the Dark Tower Came.” 
The writer laments the tendency of avowed members 
of the Browning cult to seek for hidden meanings in 
this extraordinary poem and is himself convinced that 
no allegory is involyed. Allegory, he insists, is al- 
ways the resort of those persons who fail to under- 
stand a great work of art unless they can resolve it 
into some banality. He urges us to regard the poem 
as an emotional expression in rhythm and rhyme 
and intimates his belief that the poet in writing his 
“ Childe Roland,” sought emotional effect in a region 
of the soul lying “somewhere between horror, confu- 
sion and disgust.” The only “ meaning " of the poem, 
in short, is explained by its effect upon the sensitive 
reader. The writer further declares that Browning. 
when asked once by a young American, who “has 
since made an enviable name in literature,” what 
“ Childe Roland” meant, pointed to an old tapestry 
on his wall and said, “I merely put down in verse 
thoughts suggested by that tapestry.” All this, as we 
have said, is both sensible and interesting, but it is 
doubtful if the cult will be satisfied. The awful mys- 
tery of “Childe Roland” will be “probed” as fre- 
quently as ever.

Mr. Houston Stewart Chamberiain’s Theories 
of the Germanic Races and the Jews 
as the Rival Heirs of the Civiliz- 
ing Ideas of the Ancient World® 


T would be flippant and unjust to say thet

bines the pedantry of Burton’s Anat - 

omy of Melancholy” with the charta- 

. tanic cocksureness of Max Nordawé- 
“ Degeneration.” It is true that after declaring in the § 
opening sentence of his preface that the “ character of # 
this book is determined by the circumstance that its 
author is not a legrned man,” he proceeds through 
more than a thousand octavo pages to put before the 
reader a multitude of proofs of his learning, or-at 
least of his power of acquiremént. The jadicious 
Hallam, with his culture and his leisure, was able te 
give a decently trustworthy estimate of the value of 
the works that passed under his notice in preparing _ 
his “ Introduction to the Literature of Europe in the’ 
Fifteenth, Sixteenth, and Seventeenth Centuries,” 
whether these works related to mathematics, to chem- 
istry, to politics, to religion, or belonged to the cate 
gory of pure literature. Mr. Chamberlain implants 
doubt in the minds of bis readers by the very muiti- 
tude of his citations from authors of all ages, from 
Zoroaster to Prof. Giddings, and by the excesdingly 
confident tone of his generalizations, Dante cogid. 
master all the learning of his time, but there is an ime 
mensely greater volume of accessible learning in our 
time, and it is hard to believe that Mr. Chamberiaia ” 
has successfully assimilated all of it. Indeed, under , 
casual tests, when bis observations or digressions upos 
some special subject are examined, he leaves the im- 
pression upon the mind that he has read his authors 
without much proving of their opinions, asd has com-* 
placently set down so much of the information he has. 
acquired as is essential to his purpose of keeping his. 


Kaiser himself, whose gift to Mr. Francis of his per- 
sonal copy of Mr. Chamberlain's work has been re- 
ported in the press dispatches from Berlin. 

In treating of the foundations of civilization in 
nineteenth century Mr. Chamberlain has not 
the history of all past time, but only enough of it 


down to us as an inheritance from the past. As the 
present is the child of the past, this much of hisforical 
review was essential to the intelligibility of his work 
He asks himself what is the heritage of antiquity and 
who are the heirs. His inquiries and reflections lead 
lim to the conclusion that the fundamental control. 
ling ideas, the imperishable race characteristics, the 
innate impulses, tendencies, and the forces that shape 
the action of men and make history have been in @ 
great part implanted in them; they are inherited chay- 
acteristics, the heritage from ancient times. It is the 
pure races, the races least mixed with others, that 
conspicuously exhibit the ancestral traits. Bat who 
are these heirs of the remote past? Mr. Chamberlain 
identifies them to his own satisfaction. They are not 
joint beirs, not heirs who are at all likely to 
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Gate fixed by so good an authority as Mr. 
(Freeman. But in the view of Mr, Cham- 
+ Bertain it was about the year 1200 that the 
{Germanic races began to have a sense of 
p their brotherhood and power and of the 
, Stent career that lay open before them. 
: fore the year 1200 is a suitable start-

Of learning in the Middle Ages almost to 
othe point of extinction.

' About the time of Julius Caesar chaos 
, Succeeded to Greek and Roman efvilization, 
het actual chaos, not the wreck of matter 
and the crash of worlds, but ethnic chace 
through the mixture of the races.

sation to the West. Western Europe,

The appearance of that 
race in Western history he treats 4s @ 
matter of immeasurable moment. Again he 
cautions the reader that he speaks of Jews, 
net of Semites in general. Other branches 
of the Semitic race held sway over mighty 
kingdoms to the south and east of the 
Mediterrantan Bea and carried thelr com- 
mercial ventures to the Atlantic Ocean. 
But all Semitic invasions of Europe—that of 
the Arabs, for instance—were beaten back. 
When Christ was crucified the ban which 
had isolated the Jews from other peoples 
was broken, and the spread of the Chris- 
tian religion, chiefly Jewish in its origin, 
furnished the opportunity and the occa- 
sion for the coming of Jews to the East- 
ern lands of Europe. They and their re- 
ligton have held fast. 


The counterpart to the spread of this 
* scanty and yet influential Jewish race is to 
be found in the appearance of the Germanic 
races in world history. “ There stand they 
ever, these two powers, Jewish and Ger- 
_, Manic, there wherever new manifestations 
of the racial chaos have not effaced their 
traits, now friendly, now hostile, but al- 
ways foreign each to the other.” That the 
“Germanen,”” meaning the various Nerth 
European peoples, the Celts, the Germans, 
the Slavs, from whom have sprung the 
modern European population, were origi- 
nally sprung from one family he regards 
as proved. “ Still the Germans in the nar- 
rower sense of the word, in the sense em- 
ployed by Tacitus, have shown themselves 
to be in respect to intellect, customs, and 
physical appearance so conspicuous abeve 
their kinsioik that we are justified in em- 
ploying their pame as the descriptive title 
of the whele family. The German ts th 
soul of our culture. Modern Europe, out- 
epread over the earth, exhibits the multi- 
tudinous result of ceaseless intermixtures 
But what binds us all together and knots 
us Mm an organic unity ils the Germank 
bleod. Wherever we look we see that the 
significance of the nation as a living power 
depends upon the proportion of true Ger- 
manic biood In its population. Only Ger- 
mans (Germanen) sit upon the thrones of 
Europe. Earlier events in the world’s his- 
tory are for us prefatory; true history, the 
history which to-day we feel in out heart- 
beats and which spurs us on to new hopes 
and deeds, began in that moment when the 
Germanic 























































races seized the heritage of an- 
tiquity with a controlling hand.” 

The appearance of the Jews in Euro- 
pean history introduced a foreign element, 
foreign to what Europe had already ac- 
complished and to what it was yet called 
upon to accomplish. With that element the 
German clement was out of all harmony. 
It is the Germar who is the heir of the 
Greeks and of the Romans, blood of their 
blood, «pirit of their spirit. Without him 
the race of Indo-Europeans had come to 
an end. If it is still to be saved and per- 


petuated, it must be by the prevailing of 


the Germanic races ovet the Jewish. Her- 
Ger declared that “the race of the Jews 
is and remains in Europe foreign to our 


part of the world, an Asiatle folk,” under 
the sway of its own laws from which, ac- 
cording to its own understanding, it may 
not be freed. But Mr. Chambertain points

The Jews 
deserve admiration, for they have borne 
themselves with unfailing consistency after 
the logic and truth of their kind; and 
never has a mawkish sentiment of human- 
ity (in which the Jews have no part save 
@s it may redound to their advantage) pre- 
vailed upon them to forget for a single 
instant their divine physical law. We see 
then in what a masterly way they make 
the law of blood serve for the expanding 
of their rule. The parent stock remains 
unmixed, no drop of foreign blood is intro- 
duced."" It ts read in the Thora “ No bas- 
tard shall enter inte the congregation of 
the’ Lord even unto the tenth generation.” 
Meanwhile, however, thousands of branches 
are detached and serve for the introducing 
of Jewish blood into Indo-European veins. 
* Bhould that go on for two centuries there 
would be in Europe only one racially pure 
folk, the Jews; all the others would be a 
herd of pseudo Hebraic hybrids, and un- 
doubtedly a physically, mentally, and mor- 
ally degenerate folk.” 


Mr. Chamberlain's answer to the ques- 
tion how the powerful Germanic races are 
to hold their own against the Jewish race, 
fortified as it is by the law of race unity, 
is made up in part of religious idealsm and 
in part of very practical counselm He feels 
deeply the lack of a racial religion among 
the North Europeans. The Slavs, the 
Teutons, and the Celts hunger for religion. 
They have need of a common indigenous 
faith, a faith that should serve as a unify- 
ing bond, a faith within which their cul- 
ture might flourish, and their political ideas 
harmoniously develop. So much of the 
Christian religion as is represented in the 
person and in the words of Christ Mr. 
Chamberlain believes to be sulted to the 
Germanic ideal. But that religion strikes 
its reot in the Jewish race, “ half brothers 
of the Semites,”’ that house of Judat which 
by its migrations southward and into Pa)- 
estine became through bleod mixture dif- 
ferentiated from the Josephites, to whom 
it stood in an intellectually and politically 
dependent relation; a race that came first 
into prominence only when the Israelites, 
the stronger stem of the North, was de- 
stroyed; a race that Is the product of no 
national life, but has been “ developed by 
priestcraft.” Moreover, the Christian re- 
ligion was established in the midst of “ the 
sterile, empty, gloomy, freedom-hating 
folk-chaos."" Then there were seen groups 
made up of Greeks, Byriane, Jews, Semites, 
Armenians, Egyptians, Persians, Roman 
soldier colonists, and Gauls. AN individ- 
ual and racial characteristics were ob- 
secured. Upon the regenerating faith taught 
by Christ there were engrafted mystical 
practices of Aryans, fragments of Egyp- 
tian belief, and the odds and ends of a 
multitude of unrelated idolatrous creeds. In 
default of a living religion of their own the 
Germanic races and the other races of Eu- 
rope fell heirs to Christianity; and Mr. 
Chamberiain laments that with their own 
hands “they checked the life current in 
their veins and now limp like crippled 

» behind the Ark of the Covenant of 
Jahve.” 


So much for Mr. Chamberlain's religious 
idealism. The practical means of main- 
taining the supremacy of the Germanic 
races as they present themselves to his 
view are diligence and the faithful use of 
their cupacities In discovery, in science, in 
industry, in economic development, in 
statecraft, and in art. They must not for 
& moment forget that between them and 
the Jewish race there is an unappeasable 
hostility. We see tn Europe the three heirs 
of antiquity as neighbors: “ Descendants 
of the chaos of hybrids of the earlier Ro- 
man Empire, (whose Germanizing retro- 
grades.) the Jews; and the Germanic races, 
«whose mingling with the hybrids and 
with the other non-Arian races goes on in- 
creasing) No humanitarian sermonising 
can put aside the fact that this means 
war. Even if it be not a war carried on 
with cannon it will be carried on in the 
heart of society through marriage, through 
the contact which association affords, 
through the varylug degree of resistance 
and of tolerance of the different human 
types, through shifting property relations, 
through the springing up of new and the 
disappearance of old influences, and so 
forth and so forth. More than any other is 
this dumb war surely a war of life and 
death.”

Snack 
The Life and Times of Georg Joachim 
Goschen. Described by His 
Grandson.* 


SLATIONSHIPS between the 
author and the publisher have 
often been discussed. The 
temperaments of the two are 
widely apart. The one is the 
idealist and the other must 
be the man of business. Vis- 
Goachen, who was the English

Chancellor of the Exchequer In 1880-1802, 
writes of his grandfather, Georg Joachim 
Goschen, publisher ahd printer, who was 
the “friend and counsellor of far-famed 
writers’ and was in closest touch “ with 
the greatest heroes of the golden age of 


German Mterature.” Georg Joachim 
Goachen “ published the first collection of 
Goethe's scattered writings; he was for a 
time the housemate of Schiller, and for 
years his most intimate associate; he was 
the bosom friend of Wieland, once the 
patriarch of the German world of letters.” 
The author of this most interesting blog- 
raphy does not dwell entirely on the liter- 
ary topics of the time, but describes the 
life in Germany at the close of the eight- 
eenth and the early years of the last cent- 
ury. 

The age In which he pursued his lifework 
saw the outdreak of the French Revolution, 
all Europe convulsed with gigantic wars, 
and Germany groaning for a time under 
the agony and despair of Napwoleonic do- 
minion and terrorism, to be followed at last 
by the splendid efforts which wrought her 
emancipation. The roar of the artillery 
from t battle of Leipsic-—-" the battle of 
the nations,” as it is called—was heard in 
my grandfather's country house, 

Georg Joachim Goschen was born 
April, 1732. His father, 
the thirty years’ war, left Bremen and 
went to Westphalia. The boy seems to 
have been cared for by certain charitable 
persons, He picked up an education, and at 
fifteen was apprenticed to a bookseller in 
Bremen, and afterward took service in 
Leipsic, and for the next ten years re- 
mained there and “ thoroughly mastered 
the whole details of the book trade."’ It was 
in Leipsic that his intimacy with the Kér- 
ner family began, and C. G. Kirner was 
the father of the man whose war song, 
“Lyre and Sword,” Germany has never 
fcrgotten. This was the “storm and 
stress’ period in Germany so well de- 
ecribed by George Lewes in his Hfe of 

Joethe. Now came the literary and philo- 
sophical insurrection, with “ Leasing, Kant, 
Herder, and Goethe as leaders."

Guvsechen took no 
unimportant part in the many discussions 
Finally, in 17%, Geoschen started on his 
own account as a publisher. He had been 
economical and had saved some iittle 
moncy, but his capital was always small 
and by no means sufficient for the under- 
taking The K6?ner family had some 
means, and agreed to help him. The entire 
capital at the start was some 14530. The 
consequence was that until almost the day 
of his death Goschen found It difficult to 
carry on his business. There never passed 
@ year which did not bring its anxictics 
Authers always were asking for advances 
and the money had to be doled out, even 
when Goschen had te live in the most ab- 
stemious manner. 

Schiller's appearance in Leipstec and his 
first connection with our publisher are :e- 
sctibed.

The 
mantle of Milton, it was then supposed, 
had fallen on the shoulders of Ktopatock. 
Coleridge paid Klopstock a visit, and de- 
scribes the German poet: 

Colerid was much disappointed with 
Klopst ‘a countenance, ore ‘ There 
was no comprehension in the forehead, vo 
weight over the eyebrows, no expression of 
peculiarity, moral or intellectual, in the 
tyes. or masaiveness in the general coun- 
tenance, The conversation turned on fiter- 
ary and political subjects, To the English- 
man's inquiries about the elder German 
pects Klopstock replied that he knew very 
ittle of the subject, which had not par- 
ticularly excited his curiosity. He then 
telked of Milton and Glover, and startled 
Coleridge by his opinion that Glover's 
blank verse was superior to Milton's. * * ® 
Coieridge received the impression that he 
knew very little of Milton or of English 
poets in general. 

Klopstock was the most ardent of Ger- 
mans, even insisting on the supremacy of 
its language. The author writes: 

Klopstock is never stronger and finer 
than when he chants the praises of the 
German tongue. One fervid ode is headed 
“An die Deutsche Sprache,” (To the Ger- 
man Language,) another, “ Unsere Sprache 
an uns,"’ (Our Language to us.) In this 
latter ode the German language is pre- 
sented as a person who addresses a vio- 
lent appeal to the nations for protection 
against the hated foreigner. Bhe wishes to 
be left to herself. ‘ Because 1 am the most 
plastic of all languages, every daring 
dabbler dreams that he can safely mold me 
as he lists. Whosoever Englishfies me, I 
hate; whosoever Gallicises me, I hate." 

Goschen made a splendid edftion of Klop- 
stock's odes, and in the second volume 
you may see two of the Illustrations, 
“ Teutona and " Biona."’ Kiopstock finds 
some fault with them. Siona is playing the 
harp. Klopstock writes the publisher, “ Are 
not the fingers of the right hand a little, 
just @ little, too long? and is not the thumb 
on the left hand not a little too short?* * * 
The right foot, toward the little toe, seems 
to me a little too fleshy.” 

No one could have been more painstaking 
than was the Leipsig publisher as to the 
excellence of the works he iasued. Type, 
paper, and illustrations were of the best. 
Lovers of old books must remember those 
illustrations made by Chodowlecki, and 
their minuteness and quaintnems. UGoschen, 
in the Homer he printed, made the choicest 
and most legible of Greek characters. He 
was devoted to the typographer's art. When 
an inventor, Kinig by name, came to him 
with @ mechanism which was to increase 
the speed of the printing process, Goschen 
was afraid that good work would be im- 
possible when celerity was a factor. 

Kinig went to London, where, after 
working some time as a compositer to earn 
his bread, he ultimately persuaded the 
reat printer Bensley to tone him up. Mr.

Prof. Hiiprecht tn hie Explorations in 
ible Lands During the Nineteenth Cen- 
tur) gives in a consecutive form the en- 
tire history of all former researches. Near- 
ly lowt to the memory of man was Nineveh, 
but the case was not the same so far as 
regerds Babylon. Shorn of all its great- 
ness, Babylon from its position had re- 
tained for a long period some smal por- 
tion of ite commerce, Its proximity to 
Persia had br t this about, for at the 
close of the ténth century Ibn Haugal re- 
fers to Babel as a “small village.” Com- ' 
ing down to the nineteenth century, when 
rerearch may be said.to have begun, the 
name of a young German is not to be for- 
gotten. In 1802, “ under the magical touch 
of his hand, the mystic and complicated 
characters of ancient Persia suddenty 
gained new life.” But no notice was taken 
of the work at the time, and it was only 
ninety-three years afterward that the re- 
markable discovery of Grotefend had due 
credit given It 


Step by step Prof. Hilorecht follows the 
explorers who have worked out the mys- 
terles of the Babylonian and Aassyfian 
ruins and rivers, from Claudius James 
Rich, tn 1811, to the American excavations 
at Nuffar under the auspices of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. The work of the 
first expedition (1888-0) was necessarily 
tentative, and gave some conception of 
what might be done later. A systematic 
excavation of the temple of Bel, the dis- 
covery of g Parthio palace, “ the unearthing 
of more than 2,000 inscriptions representing 
the principal periods of Babylonian his- 
tory, and including numerous tablets of 
the ancient temple library,"" were the re- 
sults, The second expedition (1880-9) fol- 
lowed out the work already started, and 
evidence was forthcoming that many mon- 
uments still existed. There was a further 
acquisition of some 8,000 tabiets of the 
second and third pre-Christian millenniums. 
The third expedition (1883-4) devoted its 
attention to the architectural remains in 
the centre of the largest mound. Three

It was due to the liberality of Miss Cath- 
erine Lorillard WolTe that the first money 
was given, $5,000, for the Aimerican ex- 
ploration fund. Prof. Hilprecht, as the 
official representative of the University of 
Pennsylvania, was present at the com- 
mencement of the movement, and he 
‘formed one of the party of the first ex- 
plorers representing the university, 

Mr. Haynes was appointed photographer 
and manager. It is to be mentioned with 
regret that there seems to have been some 
friction between certain members of the 
expedition. The instructions received by 
the promoters of the expedition were fol- 
lowed out to the letter by Mr. Haynes, 
and these orders were to carry off all the 
tablets and smaller objects he could lay 
his hands on, Cgnditions or surroundings 
under which tablets or vaser or structures 
were found were lost sight of, and all 
archacological considerations were un- 
cared for. In referring to this unfortunate 
condition Pref. Hilprecht writes, when 
there was sume discussion as to the char- 
acter of a certain building which Mr.

There are multiplication tables and cal- 
endars giving all the events of former 
Kings. Of course the Elamites acattered 
the books so that order is not visible now, 
but argument seems to show that once 
there must have been « careful librarian 
with a good system. Among the many 
surprising finds were those of a system of 
sewerage, dating back from the most re- 
mote antiquity. In seme cases the drains 
followed the shapes of the present. There 
were passages for fluids when the conduits 
were vases, the neck of one fitting ito the 
base of the other. At the lowest dogthe a 
large quantity of terra cotta water pipes 
were found, and tome of them are the 
exact fac similes of the T pipe of 1903. 

We have dwelt principally on the tabiets 
brought to Nght by the American explorers. 
At the conclusion the history of the re- 
searches made in the Holy Land, in Egypt, 
and Arabia, are succinctly given. Prof. 
Hilprecht carefully avoids entering into any 
religious discussions, and treats the whole 
subject as he should, im the light of a care- 
ful and competent archaeologist.

Woman's Work in Music, 

A biographical han@book on the work of 
women in music has been compiled under 
the title of “ Women Composets,” by Otto 
Ebel, author of a handbook of music and 
of one or two other volumes on the same 
subject. (Bf. H. Chan@ler, Brookiyn, Tic.) 
“In order to make the work as complete 
as possible, no woman composer, however 
slight her claim to fame may have been, 
has been overlooked.” Writers and works 
of musical literature are included; the great 
majority are names of living or recent 
artista, since “it Is only within the last 
ten or fifteen years,” says the compiler, 
“that the prejudice which excluued women 
from studying the violin, ‘cello, and other 
stringed and wind instruments has been 
overcome. Previous to 1876 no female stu- 
dents of the violin were admitted at the 
High S8chool,, London. * * * It. is no 
longer logked. upon as an eccentricity of 
women to compose. Thé advance of their 
work in music is becoming more and more 
creditable from year to year.” It is true the 
most meagre details are given; seldom is 
the birthplace put down. Nat lly the age 
is mentioned only in the case women no 
longer living. But their principal composi- 
tions are noted by title, date, and charac- 
ter where possible. Altogether the book 
marks a beginning of a “ Who's Who” of 
wemen in music.

young poetess who collected them did so by 
mingling with the peasants on her father's 
estates and learning by slow degrees the 
songs of their class, which they were re- 
luctant to repeat to her. “ She was forced 
to affect a desire to learn spinning that she 
might join the girls at their spinning par- 
ties, and ovgthear their songs more 
easily; she hid inf the tall maize to hear the 
reapers crooning them; she caught them 


from the lips of peasant women, of lute 
players, ( Cobsars,’ so called from the 
name of thelr instrument, a ‘cobza" or 


lute.) of gypsies and fortune tellers; she 
listened for them by deathbeds, by cradles, 
at the dance, and in the tavern, with inex- 
haustible patience.” Most of the songs are 
improvisations, are unrhymed, and are sung 
to a monotonous chant. For the spinning 
songs the girls stand in a circle spinning, 
the best spinner and singer being jn the 
middie. ‘She begins to improvise a song. 
and at any moment she chooses, throws her 
spindle, holding it by a long thread, to 
another girl, who has to go on spinning 
while the first girl pulls out the flax-a 
proceeding requiring great dexterity--and 
at the same time has to continue the im- 
provisation which has been begun.” 

The poignancy of feeling rendered in the 
songs and the delicacy and vividness of the 
symbolism raise them to a high rank in 
the literature of the people, and occasional 


examples, such as the song called “ Hay,” 
are of the purest essence of poetry. Many 
customs and superstitions of the Rou- 


manian peasantry are embodied in the little 
plots or in random references. One of the 
most interesting is a certain elective re- 
lationship common in Roumania, in accord- 
ance with which two girls choose each 
other as sisters and hallow their choice by 
a special church service, during which their 
feet are chained together, to symbolize the 
bond that is henceforth to unite them. This 
bond is so seriously regarded that marriage 
with the brother of one's elective sister is 
forbidden, nor cah the two sisters marry 
brothers, x

You catch some inkling as to the drift of 
Jaakoff Prelooker's story, “The New Is- 
raelite when you glance over the names 
of the personages to whom the story is 
dedicated. The author pays his rexpects to 
the Bishops and pastors of Protestant 
churches, to the General of the Balvation 
Army, to the Daiai Lama, to the Mullas, 
to the Literati of Confucianiem, @nd to his 
Holiness the Fone of Rome. The story 
runs as follows: The Rabbi Shalom ts on his 
way from some part of Poland to Odessa 
Ite proposes to ecek Jerusalem, and there 
in prayer to end his days. The Rabbi is the 
fest orthodox of the Orthodox. The Tal- 
mud t« his only guide. Tired and worn out 
while on the cars going to Odessa, he is 
kindly treated by a young man and his sis- 
ter. They offer him a seat beside them, 
The young man wears the undress uniform 
of a Russian officer. The Rabbi ts taken 
aback when they talk to him in glibbest 
Yiddish. He then finds out that the young 
tran and the girl are Jewish born. They 
teil him that they are the leaders of a so- 
clety formed in Odessa, with the name of 
“The New Israel." The teaching of this 
society is to foster the mutual love of man, 
irrespective of religious belief. “‘he Rabbi 
listens with something akin to dismay. 
Both the man and the girl beg him to make 
thetr house in Odessa his home, The Rabbi's 
means are small. Half reluctantly he con- 
sénts, but his young companions assure 
bim that their mother is strictly pious, and 
lives in the orthodox Jewish manner. 

Certainly while the author shows great 
Mberality he does not evince much love 
for those at the head of the Greek Church. 
lf Mr. Prelooker is not romancing we are 
to suppose that there really is a movement 
among the Jews of Odessa of a particularly 
liberal character. The action of society 
had necessarily been under police super- 
vision, and the orders were “ that the New 
Israelites in Odessa were only to preach to 
the Jews the good sides and virtues of 
Christianty, but not to preach to the 
Christians the virtues of Judaism." But the 
new fraternity were rather indifferent to 
the instructions of the police, and fratern- 
ized with the Russian dissenters. Of these 
there are many millions. They are known 
as the Molocans, Khiisti, Rezpopovts!t, 
Shaloputt, Bieguni, Doukhobortsi. The rabbi 
listened in wonder. 

The reader ts informed that 
tiak dissenters “‘are terribly 
by the Russian Govefnment, indeed, far 
more cruelly persecuted than are the 
Jews." Jews, at least, are permitied to 
have their synagogues and houses of 
prayer, may educate their children in their 
faith, are not imprisoned o- exiled to 8i- 
beria for not going to the established 
Church and not worshipping holy images. 
The Christian dissenters, on the contrary, 
even have their-children taken away from 
them by force, and sent to members of the 
established Church, among whom they are 
practically made use of as siaver 

Rabbi Shalom listens to all he hears and 
is distressed. He has learned to love his 
young hosts. He can but admire their sin-

For the purposes evidently in view, Mr. 
Gardner's “ Story of Siena and San Gimig- 
nano ts distinctive among the many guide 
books and hastily compiled histories of 
Italian cities In that it ts the unostenta- 
tious work of a man who not only knows 
how to draw from his authorities, but also 
how to present the material thus drawn 
in an entertaining and entirely satisfactory 
manner. The result is a thoroughly popu- 
lar narrative just so far as any combined 
historical and critical work can be popular. 

He strikes the keynote, as far as his own 
impressions are concerned, at the very be- 
ginning by declaring that Siena remains 
to-day the most perfectly mediaeval of all 
the larger cities of Tuscany. And he keeps 
that point of view in mind through his 
record of the struggtes of the Guelf and 
the Ghibelline and down to our present 
time, when Siena is called provincial by 
Florence. Moreover, he seems to be be- 
comingiy loath to argue on deep questions 
of politics, art, or even of literature. He 
allows the authorities to stand as they are 
If he quotes Niccolo di Glovanni Ventura‘'s 
figures as to the 10,000 Florentines said to 
have been elain at the battle of Montaperti 
he also cites the 2, given by Villani and 
Vitlari. Mr. Gardner shows a similar fair- 
mindedness in presenting the best criti- 
clams of Slenese art. 

Altogether, here is a volume which com- 
bines the best elements of the guide book 
with those of history, reminiscence, and im- 
pressions. It may be read with much in- 
terest at home or taken by the traveler 
through the narrow streets of Biena, with 
its spacious Gothic palaces and churches, 
among the three hills upon which the city 
still rises enthroned—" still inclosed “Mm 
frowning walls of the fourteenth century.” 

Much interest is added to the book from 
the tourist's point of view by two chap- 
ters on Ban Gimignano, which, although 
historically distinct from Stena, ts included 
in the “ circondario,”” and trom the arte 
ist's point of view by half-tone and pho- 
togravure reproductions of Sienese paint- 
ings and eculptures, and by the charming 
pen-and-iInk drawings of the late Helen 
M. James, which are full of atmosphere 
and suggestion.

- Monument to Felix Gras. 


The I4librer, that pleasant little com- 
peny of poets and romancers in Southern 
France, of which Frédéric Mistral is easily 
the chief, are still grieving over the death of 
Félix Gras, one of their singing band, which 
occurred just as Avignon was about to 
decorate herself for a festival at which the 
Legion of Honor was to be handed to Gras 
with all the emotional surroundings which 
are to “ Méridionales” the breath of life. 
Balked of their hope to see him honored 
while alive, his compatriots want to raise 
his monument; they have appointed Mrs. 
Thomas A. Janvier the talented translator 
of the romances of Félix Gras, their agent 
in America. If any admirers of the Pro- 
vencal writer should care to ald the fund 
Mrs Janvier may be addressed in care of 
Messrs. D. Appleion & Co. 

The death of Félix Gras brought the 
Félibres together from all parts of Provence 
and the cortége was led by Mistral; the 
Ministry of Public Instruction was repre- 
sented, and of course the local magnates 
af the bench and .nagistracy attended 
When would such a scene take place 
on American soil? Politicians and milllon- 
aires who will be forgotten soon may excite 
tremendous intefest in our public when 
they go to their last resting place, but « 
great poet or a great artist is not envied 
enough to rouse much notice, though he 
may have reflected honor on the country 
and his work may live after him for cen- 
turtes. 

Félix Gras lets his little character Pas- 
calet, In “The Reds of the Midi,’ enter 
Avignon through the Saint Lazare gate, the 
very one that he himself used when, in 
1906, a light-hearted boy of twenty-two, he 
bounded into the old city of the Popes from 
his hill town of Malemort—sinister name! 
It was by the same gate that he returned, 
escorted beyond the walls by the faithful 
Félibres, under that brilliant’ sun of 
Provence which he and his master, Mistral, 
and Alphonse Daudet, the Provengal, 
escaped to the colder air of Paris, have #0 
often well described, forerunners In litera- 
ture, as they were, of Claude Monet and 
the other lovers and analyzers of sunlight 
in paint, the new school of landscapists of 
the open air and daylight. On Mont Ven- 
tour the funeral procession, headed by the 
coffin on a rude cart appropriately draped, 
was met by the villagers, and where the 
road grows steep the coffin was raised to 
their shoulders and borne to the Campo 
Santo of Malemort.

The Félibres of 
Paris have resolved to act with those of 
Provence in raising a monument to be de- 
signed by Jean Pierre Gras, the son of the 
poet, in order to perpetuate the fame of the 
author of ‘“ Tolosa,’ the “ Romancero,” 
and “1A Carbounié.”’

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THE LETTER A. 
MAKE no apology for de 
parting somewhat from the

Mr. Sparhawk's particular sub- 
ject in this paper is the letter “A.” which 
he endows with traits, qualities, and posst- 
bilities hitherto unsuspected by us poor 
mortals who use it daily in the most heed- 
leas manner. He argues first that “ noth- 
ing happens,” and from that starting point 
easily arrives at the conclusion that “as 
the mind of man does not ‘happen’ into 
existence, neither do its expressions or the 
symbols of these expreasion:.”” Letters iRat 
compose words, he reasonably insists, are 
symbols of sounds that express the mind. 
Vowels are the most important letters, but 
we sincerely trust that no other vowel is 
quite as “important’’ as Mr. Sparhawk 
teaches us that the letter “A is. 

The “quality or potency of this letter 
he “ éstablishes "' as “life, energy, power, 
the positive as distinguished from the nega- 
tive elements—consequentiy indicating an- 
tagonism, the warlike struggie, and what 
results from opposition to it, the breaking 
up of things.’ Its “ correspondential col- 
or” ts red, which, as Mr. Sparhawk justly 
observes, is also “the color of the life- 
biood,”" though this may be merely a coin- 
cidence. “ Fire, violence, accident, anger, 
and turbulence" are only a few of its ac- 
cessories. Its “corresponding numeral” 
is “1,” and its potnt of the compass is 
Kast. It is masculine and positive as op- 
posed to the vowel “ E,"’ which stands for 
“the universal negative or feminine.” 
Compare “ Adam" and “ Eve.” And in 
doing so, please remember that Mr. Spar- 
hawk is the culprit. Hot trons could not 
force us, for our own part, to call woman 
negative.

Just think of it, the little letter “A” 
which we have known all our lives and 
treated as if it belonged to us! Mr. Spar- 
hawk, continuing his profound revelation 
of “ new thought,” directs our attention to 
the dominance of this hitherto unappre- 
ciated letter in such words as ‘ martial,” 
“war, and “ mandate.’ If he had not 
been pressed for time doubtless he would 
have dwelt upon its usefulness in the con- 
struction of such words as “ ass," “ alco- 
hol,” “ babble,” “ gabble,” and “ insanity.”

James Anthony Froude was one of the 
three literary executors designated by 
Carlyle in his will When the other two 
had died Froude wrote his “ Life of Car- 
lyle,"" in which he insinuated that Carlyle 
was cruel to his wife, and that, after her 
death, his remorse was “ agonizing."" The 
editor says that to understand Froude's 
treatment of Carlyle it is necessary to look 
into the character of Froude; “ Froude 
rarely saw the true meaning and intent of 
any matter that he studied, but wrested 
facts from their true shape and natore and 
made them conform to his prepossessions 
and fancies, while he colored them beyond 
recognition. * * * In private life an 
honorable and straightforward man, the 
moment he took pen in hand he became un- 
trustworthy."” Although Carlyle distinctly 
wrote in his will that the “ Letters and 
Memorials "' were to be published ten or 
twenty years after his death, Froude had 
them out within two years, and spoiled the 
reputation of the man in whose spirit he 
hoped to work, as he wrote to Carlyle's 
niece a year before the former's death.

should be entirely free ‘rom the domestic 
dissensions which Froude emphasised and 
for which he was rebuked by Prof. Charies 
Eliot Norton. Passages reflecting unfavor- 
ably on persons still living have been 
omitted or the names withheld. 


Love Letters of Margaret Fuller. 


Neither Higginson’s “ Life” of Margaret 
Fuller, who later became the wife of the 
Marquis Giovanni Angelo Ossoli, nor her 
brief biography written by Josephine Laz- 
arus refer to what is probably an impor- 
tant, although brief, epiaode in her career, 
which took place while she was living with 
the Greeley family in this city, between 
1844 and 1646—just prior to her visit to 
Italy. The episode was amatory in nature, 
and a memorial of what it meant to her has 
just come to light in a package of love let- 
ters written by herself. These are.now be- 
ing edited for publication by D. Appleton & 
Co. The name of the admirer who held 
sway over her heart just before she met 
Ossoli in Rome in 1846 may not be -cJe 
known. 

It is worth while recalling at this time 
that prior to her entrance into the Greeley 
family Miss Fuller had already passed 
through a period of many domestic changes 
and sorrows. Many of the friendships she 
had made under the auspices ‘of James 
Freeman Clarke in Cambridge had been 
broken or scattered. The retirement of her 
family to Groton, followed by the death of 
her father, had not only withdrawn her 
from the company of thinking men and 
women, but had also placed her in strait- 
ened circumstances. Then came a period 
of hard work as a teacher of languages at 
Mr. Alcott’s school, in Boston, followed’ by 
her connection with Brook Farm. In 1844 
she accepted a position on the staff of The 
New York Tribune, as she frankly admitted 
at the time, in order that her opinions on 
the emancipation of her sex might meet a 
breader public. Here it was that she 
gained pre-eminence ir, defense of outcast 
and degraded women, “ who,” she once said, 
“ are women like myself, save that they are 
the victims of wrong and misfortune.” At 
this time, too, her sympathies expanded and 
diverted themselves from individuals to 
class. It was while her pen and mind were 
thua employed that her heart came to be 
touched by «ne of the opposite sex, who, it 
is sald, proved himself capable of inspiring 
her to write a series of very remarkable 
love letters,

Dr. Bernard Pick's “ Extra-Canonical 
Life of Jesus’ (Funk & Wagnalls, $1.20) is 
a book which will be of great value to 
others than theological students.

The Latest Gifford Lectures. 


The Gifford lectures, ten in number, ce- 
livered by the Right Hon. Richard Burdon 
Haldjane, M. P., LL. D., K. C., in the Uni- 
versity of St. Andrews in 1902-3, will be 
brought out in this country within the 
fortnight by E. P. Dutton & Co. under the 
title of “ The Pathway to Reality.”

In his preface Prof. Haldane says that the 
lectures are the outcome of meditations, ex- 
tending over some years, about the r-caning 
and nature of “ Ultimate Reality.” His 
chief ground for hope about the conclusion 
arrived at is that in substance it has been 
arrived at long ago. “ It seems to me,” he 
continues, “ that the history of speculative 
thought, properly read, is no record of dis- 
cordant hypotheses. It is rather the story 
of the elaboration of a great conception in 
the building up of which, from time to 
time, construction hag been broadened by 
critictem, and criticism has then been suc- 
ceeded by more adequate constryction. But 
the main structure of the conception has 
remained unaltered.” 

The lectures were, for the most part, de- 
livered ex tempore, “of course,” as Prof. 
Haldane adds, with assistance derived from 
carefully prepared notes. But be did not

14-16,) the name of the piece 
Of land conveyed to him by ‘its three In- 
dian owners is given as Hobokan Hackingh 
and Hoboken Hackingh, both misspellings 
0f Hoboakun-hakink, meaning “at (or 
Upon) the tobacco pipe land.” The Lenape 
name for a tobacco pipe begins with hopo, 

he smokes "'; whence hopoaketi, “ he uses 
for smoking "'; whence the participial noun 

kan, * used for smoking "'—a smoking 
“utensil.” The letters “nk” suffixed to 
haki, “ place,” “ land,” “ soil.” “ country,” 
(with » preceding vowel, dropped here for 
euphony,) represent a postpositive prepo- 
sition meaning, according to circumstanc es, 
“to,” “at,” “upon,” or “ from.” 

The natlye joint owners and inhabitants 
of “Hobdken Island” were, with the 
Dutch and corrected spellings, Tekwappo, 
=Takwapo- “Tie abides with others"; 
Atomeauw==l'romoeii—" He tells the truth,” 
and Sackwomeck=Shakamek—" The eel.” 
Whether the last named pipemaker re- 
ceived his metaphorical namg, from . being 
regarded as a “Slippery Dick" is not of 
record. 

Some writers, under the supposition that 
there was no pipemaking material on the 
island, have suggested, and even asserted, 
that the latter was named from its crodk- 
edness. This is absurd, for there are words 
in all the Algonkin dialects to express 

crookedners not only in inanimate ob- 
Jects, but also in man. That there was a 
Pipemaking “shop” somewhere on the 
island is a fact that admits of no argu- 
Ment, as I shall show furtner along. The 
material employed may have been the wood 
@f the sassafras tree, (much used by the 
Lenapes for pipe bowls,) which could have 
been obtained a-plenty, or copper, or some 
Suitable stone brought from a distance. 
For it was not always customary for either 
the Indian pipemaker or fletcher to locate 
Riis workshop in the immediate vicinity of 
the source of supply of his crude material. 
It will be remembered that when Hudson 
anchored in the lower bay he observed that 
the Indians who boarded his vessel were 
Provided with copper ornaments and car- 
fled pipes made of the same material. 
That the Lenapes were acquainted with 
Copper in its crude state is shown by a 
Vocabulary of a New Jersey dialect in 
Which the name for it is given as miko- 
Beakanassin, meaning “red pipe metal,” 
er, literally, “red pipe stone "’—the word 
for “metal” in the Algonkin dialects be- 
img the same as that for “stone” or 
“ rock.” 

In the time of the Dutch Hoboken be- 
came the outlet for the peltries collected by 
the Indians in the interior, and the New

Bad Translation. 
The New York Times Saturday Review of Books: 

In a paragraph on the Temple Primer of 
Mediaeval French Literature, by Gaston 
Paris, you say, (Feb. 28:) “ The transla- 
tign is marred by the retention of many 
Latinisms."’ If “* Latinisms"’ means French 
words and expressions disguised in alleged 
English, you are well within bounds. Out 
of respect for the eminent author, attention 
should be called still more plainly to the 
unspeakably bad piece of work perpetrated 
by the translator, whose name nowhere 
appears in the primer, but who was stated 
in a recent number of Romania, of which 
M. Paris is editor, to be one Hannah 
Lynch. It is the kind of translation one 
would expect from a French schoolboy who 
had studied English about three weeks, and 
who, in using his dictionary, always took 
the first meaning given, regardless of con- 
text. It is difficult to say whether the re- 
sult shows more ignorance of French or of 
English, but the present writer, for one, if 
he could not imagine the French original 
through the clumsy translation, would fre- 
quently be at a loss to know what he was 
reading about. Evidently the French sur- 
tout is always translated “above all,” 
which {t rarely means. ‘‘ Rewarded them 
to their fancy "' apparently stands for “a 
leur fantaisie."" “Conscience is merely 
transcribed, when it should be translated 
“ consciousness.” ‘ Réunir"’ is translated 
“reunite,"’ “ poésies "’ remains “ poesies,” 
“ designant"' becomes “ designing,”’ when 
it should be designating. There is contin- 
ual confusion in the proper names, and 
awkward or un-English expressions 
abound, such as “a wealthy production,” 
“annexion,” “ approximatively,”’ “* futile,”’ 
(meaning apparently “aimless,”’) “all 
what those times contained,” ‘ epopee,” 
(for “epic™;) “the secular struggle be- 
tween Christian and Muslim,"’ which no 
doubt: means “ lasting through centuries,” 
(séculaire.) What are “ lines of twelve as- 
gonant syllables’? Probably “ assonant 
lines of twelve syllables.’ “‘ The poctry of 
the north is influenced by that of the 
south, all in preserving the taste of natal 
land "—this may convey some meaning if 
one remembers the French use of tout en 
(“even while '') with a participle. “ Com- 
pared literature" is, in English, ‘ com- 
parative." “At an early hour” is the 
translation given for de bonne heure—a 
mistake that is usually eradicated “ early " 
in one’s study of French; while the proper 
rendering of “ depuis"’ with the present 
tense has difficulties that are unfathomed 
by our translator. 

Such examples might be multiplied from 
this little book of 161 pages; perhaps 
enough has been cited to show that in its 
present form it is thoroughly discreditable 
to the publishers. This is the more unfor- 
tunate as M. Gaston Paris is perhaps not 
familiar enough with .English to have de- 
tected the badness of the translation. It 
may be mentioned that the primer is not a 
version of his * Lattérature francaise au 
moyen &ge,"’ published in 1890, but an en- 
tirely new work; and his friends and ad- 
mirers should join in urging him to publish 
it speedily in the language in which it was 
written, which would be the best way of 
righting the wrong that has been done 
him.

That was a very singular ussertion which 
Mr. Alden made in his London letter re- 
certly—that John Brown, the Scottish 
Cevenanter, was not killed by Graham cf 
Claverhouse, or by any one, bul dled at an 
advanced age. 

If Mr. Alden had consulted the “ Life of 
Claverhouse,” by Napier, (Edinburgh, 1862.) 
he would have learned that Claverhouse 
himself reported the killing of Brown 
(Woodrow says he himself shot Brown) 
to Queensberry, May 4, 1645. 

The murder of John Brown of Priesthill 
in 1685 is as historical as the execution of 
John Brown at Harper's Ferry—and is

Then the actual shell was brought, a longi- 
tudinal incision was made, and the lines 
were found to follow the precise turn and 
twist of the stair. Then there cafe to Mr 

Cook, as a fash, the idea that this French 
staircase at Plots had been suggested to 
the architect by the lines of some shell 

A study in the South Kensington Museum 
showed that naturalists had called their 
ehells Voluta scalaris and even Scalaria 
scalaris. “The connection between shells 
and staircases was evidently present in the 
minds both of those scientists who had be- 
stowed these names on shells and of those 
persons who had seen and admired a build- 
ing sufficiently to recognize the natural 
objects it recatied."* 

Jum here comes in a very clever plece of 
historical research. Who was it who de- 
signed that staircase at Bloi« and followed 
80 closely the twists and turns of a shell? 
You would have to discover some one not 
alone who had architecture! proficiency but 
was also @ great deal of a naturalist. Pre- 
cisely such a man was Leonardo da Vinci, 
who was not alone a great artist, but was 
“ mathematician, scientist. and engineer.” 
Now we know that Leonardo did remain 
at Blois during a fairly teng period, so it 
may not be questioned that it was Da Vinci 
who designed thie partioular staircase. Mr 
Ccok has certainly spent years of study on 
the eubject of epirals and has devoted 
tauch attention to the works of Da Vinci. 
Examining the drawings of the master, he 
telis of landscape and figures. evidently 
studies for pictures, “botanical sketches, 
architectural plane, biographical notes, 
numerous engineering problems, many 
mathematical inquiries, the whole dashed 
down without mach order in a very fervor 
of investigation.” 

It te ecurfous how far the study of the 
spiral will carry one. Take a lead pencil 
and o bit of twine and twist the cord 
eround the pencil. If you are right handed 
you will make the first turn of the string 
toward the right. If you are naturally teft 
handed you will reverse the spiral of the 
string. Spiral columns are of“@ remote an- 
tiquity. Now suppose you found a spiral 
beginning on the left; ere you to take it 
for granted that the artificer was left 
handod? The torques of the carly periods 
show the left twit. 

Are we to believe that then there were 
mere left-handed. people than there are to- 
day? Many of the walking sficks coming 
from Africa show this sinistra! spiral. Was 
Treland left-handed, because so many of the 
Irish torques twist to the left? Granted 
that in ornament or decoration there is no 
euch thing as spontaneous generation. Are 
we to account for the spiral formes found 
in some of our native carthenware, for the 
reason that such twists are seen in Malay 
ornament, and that they came to Alaska 
“by means of Bud@hiet influence, along 
the Amoy Valley, through the Yakoots to 
the Alewtian Islands?" We are not yet 
prepared to grant that much. 

Mr. Cook dwelis at length on the lotus as 
the oldest form of «apiral, and he believes 
hat as a spiral decoration it owes its wide- 
spread popylarity to the fact that the lotus 
was the aymbol “ of creative energy and of 
the strength and divinity of the sun.” He 
tefle wa that the lotus was used for the first 
time In the decoration of the 
throne in Westminster Abbey in 1} Re- 
membering that Engiand , ts virtually the 
ruler of the country of the Nile, the pres- 
entation of the sacred lotus was not out of 
place. With the spiral as your hobby you 

may extend your topic indefinitely, even 
with the corkecrew. For an Hlustration, 
there is a head of Leonardo's, his “* Leda.”

The volume of essays entitled “ The Ro- 
mance of the Commonplace,” which Mr. 
Gelett Burgess has collected from papers 
already published, presents the not unustal 
combination of good preaching and a tend- 
ency toward bad art. Mr. Burgess's ideas 
are often excellent, and his doctrine of 
g00d work for the work's sake and of play 
for the simple expression of the play spirit, 
is sound, and helps us to appreciate the 
great truth that process counts for infinite- 
ly more than achievement in the evolution 
of life. In a chapter called “ The Manual 
Blessing,’ he says: 

The joy of creation does not fade, for 
in that divinity and our claim to 
eternity. E new product arouses the 
same thrill, the same spiritual excite- 
ment, the same of victory, and 
°. = y we think we work ont 
for the final notch of accomplishment, 
it is not for the completion, but for the 
construction, that holds us entranced. 
* © * The finishing climax is but the ex- 
clamation nt at the end of the sentence— 
most of t sensation has been used up 
before we come to the full stop, and that 
point serves but to sum up sur emotion in a 
visible emblem of success. 

The latter part of this extract, good tn 
itself and tn its place, betrays the tendency 
to overelaboration which is the bane of 
Mr. Burgess’s writing, and which in some 
chaptera, especially when imposed upon an 
unsubstantial theme, becomes unbearable. 
In such cases both theme and treatment 
lose the sincerity and good sense which 
the stancher pages of this author reveal. 
The ultimate conciusion of a tendency like 
this ts seen in the cleverly written but quite 
futile essay, entitied “A Plea for the 
Precious." Here Mr. Burgess, protected by 
bis trony, undertakes to illusttate in the 
very ptesentation of his theme the allure 
of “ mere sensual gratifications, undiluted 


bast, nor buffoonery, nor silliness, 
here we must be permitted to interpolate 
that Mr. Burgess sometimes writes Just 
what he doee not mean,) aor even insanity 
—though that is nearer the mark—but & 
tipsy hell-raising with this wine of our fine 
old English speech. * * * There ie still 
fey and intoxication in the jolly old bottles 
that Shakespeare and his giddy-phrased 
buccaneering crew of poets filled” Pray 
heaven indeed that we may know the great 
man—when he comes—who can empty the 
bottles and give us another Falstaff, but in 
the meantime let us remember that strong 
wine is not for babes, and that the spec- 
tacle of a stripling drunk on either wine 
or words is equally revolting. Shake- 
speare’s sanity is so great that we can trust 
ourselves to him, be he drunk or sober; 
he could even afford to be occasionally 
“ precious "because he was so often ev- 
erything else. It is we lesser folk who must 
make sure of the content of our work 
before we give ourselves over to the se- 
ductiveness of the decorative idea which 
is everywhere encroaching upen genuine 
art. Mr. Burgess deserves too well of his 
readers to lay himself open to such a 
charge.

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Jeseph McCabe's Story of the Man and 
the Age in Which He Lived.* 
N ST. AUGUSTINE Mr. Mc- 
i” Cabe finds a much larger sub- 


ject than he found a4 short 

time since in Peter Abelard, 

but if, on the whole, he does 

hot bring to ft a talent cor- 

responding to its significance, 
he gives us an imposing representation both 
of &. Augustine and his age; perhaps and 
quite certainly a more satisfactory account 
of the age than of the man. Of the book's 
seventeen cWhpters six are devoted to the 
places and the times in which 8t. Augustine 
lived, thought, sinned, and. repented, and 
these chapters are marked by a treatment 
so vivid and so picturesque that the author 
“fis up’ as ‘twere the gaps of centuries * 
and makes us contemporary with the peo- 
ple of the fourth and fifth centuries with 
whom 8t. Augustine lived and strove. 

In one respect Mr. McCabe's book ip 
marked by a nalve unconsciousness that ia 
very amusing and abeurd. He has much to 
say about St. Augustine's caustic punish- 
ment of the Manichaeans, who for many 
years before his conv<«rsion sati«fted the de- 
marids of his tntellect and engaged his sym- 
pathy. He seems to think that the saint is 
hardly to be trusted for a faithful account 
of the religion upon which he had turned 
his back. But the fable is for Mr. McCabe 
who has been, I believe, a Roman Catholic 
priest and a member of the particular relig- 
lous body which lpoks to the great saint of 
Hippo as the founder of its rule and bears 
his honored name. The tone of his book is 
distinctly that of a man who is paying off 
old scores. It is a Parthian arrow shot 
backward at the heart of the great Mother 
Chureh, from whose sacred house he has es- 
caped. With plenty of fine words for Au- 
gustine, his book is distinctly a deprecia- 
t.on of the man and of the body of belief 
known as the holy Catholic fatth. This im- 
pression is conveyed less by direct attack 
than by innumerable innuendoes which sug- 
gest that Rénan, Voltairc, and Gibbon have 
assured our author many delightful hours 
and enamored him with their subtleties of 
polsonous disparagement and defamation. ~ 

The book opens with a chapter upon Ro- 
man Africa that abounds in vivid color and 
in telling strokes Yet here, as elsewhere 
in those parts which endeavor to reproduce 
for us the form and atmosphere of a far-off 
time, we get the impression that the differ- 
ences frum our own time are superficial, 
that fundamentally there has been little 
chahge. There is, too, something of super- 
ficial resemblance, as well as difference, 
where on two successive pagés we find 
things so modern as the water cure and 
boycott comtemporary with the fourth cent- 
ury saint. “It must, however, be conceded 
to the conceit of progress thai the water 
cure as practiced by Augustine's contempo- 
rarfes had circumstances of peculiar horror. 
The water was salt water and vinegar was 
sometimes used instead, or filth unnama- 
ble. The contrast of the barrenne: * of Chris- 
tianity, which head not yet learne. its les- 
fon, with the warm pagan efflorescence, 
“the radiant faces and happy freedom ef 
the outpouring worshippers,’ is made so 
plain that we do not wonder at Augustine's 
long disappointment of his mother’s hopes. 
But Mr. MoCabe protests that the “ Confes- 
sions" utterly falsify Augustine's early 
character. They measure his conduct by 
standards to which he had not as a youth 
arrived. 

A chapter upon Carthage, “The Third 
City in the Empire,”’ broadens and deepens 
the impression made by thet whieh has 
stich minor places as Thagaste and Me- 
Gaura to depict. Here we get something of 
the buaser side of paganism in the worship 
of Cybele and its sexless priests. Mr. Mc- 
Cabe has everywhere that preoccupation 
with the temptations of the sexual life 
whith is generally characteristic of the celi- 
bate priest who keeps his vow, and which 
haunts the individual who breaks away 
from it into the freedom of the affections 
and the passions of the na.ural man. We 
ate given to understand that these are not 

ao 

the worst things he knows by a long shot; 
nevertheless he has a fatal predilection for 
those elements of tia story which are more 
or leas tainted with what Matthew Arnold 
valled lubricity. Augustine seems to have 
been little attracted to the games for which 
Carthage was famous; much by the. theatre 
which afforded lees cruel but hardly more 
moral exhibitions. Despite the self-accu- 
sation of the “ Confessions,” Mr. Mc('abe is 
forced to conclude that Augustine's conduct 
in his youth was unusually regular He 
cites in proof the fact of Augurtine's faith- 
fulness to a single mistress for fourteen 
years. Tending to Christianity, he cast her 
oft for prudential reasons and espoused a 
girl of ten, for whom he must waft two 
years, in the meantime consoling himself 
with a transitory flame. Here were occa- 
sions sufficient for the most passionate re- 
grets of the converted man, but Mr. Mc- 
Cabe does not find them economised in the 
* Confessions to an appreciable yeree 

One is glad to turn from there things to 
the atirringx of a better life which came 
with his reading of Cicero's “ Hortensius,”’ 
a book unfortunately lost, and with- his 
cager adoption of the Manichaegn faith. 
Vor this Mr. McCabe has generous appre- 
clation, with much divapproval of Augus- 
tine’s contempt for It as a Christlan, tn 
which estate he finds its powerful virus 
I'ngering in his veins From a chapter on 
Augustine's “ Mental Growth” away from 
paganism, through Manichaeanism, toward 
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grea 4 though he oont have lived

other works deserving the attention 
of ‘the historian, In Chapter V., “The 
Old Gods and the New,” the death strag- 
gic of phganiam end the triumph of 
Christianity are vividly portrayed. Mr. 
McCabe s view efithe causes leading to the 


Much stress is laid 
upon the rigor of the seeular arm, and the 
shortcomings of the Christian clergy and 
laity are remorselessly laid bare. When, 
quoting Ozanam, Mr. McOabe writes, “ Not 
a single great man fliled the See of Rome 
in the first four centurtes,”" we wonder at 
the dominance it reached and think more 
highly than ever of Leo the Grest and 
Gregory the Great for their splendid serv- 
fice to the Church and civilization. In a 
chapter on “ The Daily Task” there is a 
delicious episode—an epistolary quarrel of 


the two saints, Augustine and Jerome, in 
which Augustine shows much the saintlier. 
But Mr. McCabe has seidom a good word 
for Jerome. In “ Light from the East.”" 
Chapter VL. we arrive at Augustine's awak- 
ening to the significance of the Platonic, or, 
to be more exact, the Neo-Platonic, philoso- 
phy. ‘ From a somewhat Christlanised Pia- 
tonism he passed without difficulty to a Pla- 
tonle Christianity.” Coming to his conver- 
sion, Mr. McCabe does well to let Augustine 
tell the story tn his own words. It is hardly 
too much to say that these give the meas- 
ure of Augustine's genius more effectively 
than all the other parts of the book. We 
return with him to Africa and are present 
at his elevation to the episcopal chair. We 
are made witnesses to the marvelous range 
of his literary, controversial, and manage- 
rial activity His great battle with the 
Donatists is described in terms that are 
hardiy more flattering to Augustine than 
to his fanatical opponents. We sce the ec- 
clesiastic gaining on the philosopher, the 
{ponent of tron-handed persecution wel- 
coming its utmost violence. There are ¢x- 
tremely virile hapters on the dying of pa- 
ganiam and the fall of Rome, with a too 
meagre presentation of Augustine's elabo- 
rate comment embodied in his “City of 
God." Mr. McCabe is seidém at his beat 
in rendering _a literary document. We 
should never gather from these pages the 
reasons compelling the admiration of John 
Morley for Augustine's religious genius. 
nor those which have seemed to justify so 
many in an enthustastic admiration for the 
“ Confeasions.’ The great controversy be- 
tween Augustine and Pelagius has a chap- 
ter to itself which leans unmistakably to 
the Pelagian side. Next we have some 
“ Episodes of the Closing Years,’ and then 
“ & Baddened Termination "'—a title far too 
weak for the unspeakable calamity of the 
Vandal ravage of North Africa, from the 
vast horror of which Augustine did not en- 
cape too soon. His shattered hopes were 
the harsh prelude of a boundless fame. 
Somehow this brilliant story falls to make 
us understand the grip that Augustine haa 
had upon the Christian centurtes. What 
we do understand is his domination of his 
own time by the force of his rich and splen- 
did personality and the vehemence of his 
devotion to a militant Christianity which 
attracted all the more powerful currents of 
his mind and will

George M. Williamson, who last year de- 
scribed his remarkable Blevenson collection 
in an admirable catalogue, has privately 
printed a description of his special collec- 
tion of Whitman's books, ictters, and manu- 
scripts. Only 127 copies have been issued, 
102 on plate paper and 25 on Japan paper. 
A limited number of these will be sold by 
Dodd, Mead & Co. 

In bringing together his Whitman collec- 
tion, Mr. Williamson has endeavored to se- 
cure each edition of the poet's works, from 
the first edition of “ Leaven of Grass,” 
Brooklyn, 1865, to “' Notes and Fragments,” 
edited by Dr. Bucke and printed for pri- 
vate distribution in 1800. He has also in- 
cluded that little-known rarity, ‘ Franklin 
Evans; or, The Inebriate,"" New York, 1842, 
Whitman's first publication, but the collec- 
tion really begins with the thin quarto of 
1855, now of the most coveted of poetical 
volumes, which is represented here by a 
copy in the original pink paper wrappers, 
with the title printed in black letters across 
the front cover, and with the portrait in an 
early state, printed on India paper and not 
on the plate paper found in the cloth-bound 
copies. The latter, with the title printed in 
gold acrors the cover in rustic type and 
with four preliminary leaver containing 
notices from the press, are most likely re- 
mainders bound after the first issue had 
been distributed. The Williamson copy of 
the seldom-seen first issue ‘s rendered ad- 
ditionally interesting by the insertion of a 
page of manuscript of Whitman, “ Of Em- 
erson,” 

The numerous fac similes have much tm- 
portance. The portrait used as a frontis- 
piece is from an oil painting by J. H. Lit- 
tlefield, and is reproduced for the first 
time. Mr. Williamson also gives reproduc- 
tions of the pass used by Whitman in go- 
ing about his errands of mercy during the 
civil war; of the original manuscript of the 
“Drum Taps” poster for the first issue, 
1865, in Whitman's handwriting; of the 
manuscript of “To Make a Personal 
Item,” written in pencil about 1870 and 
sent to a New York journalist for use in 
one of the daily papers, and of various oth- 
er manuscripts and corrected proof sheets 
which show the poet's manner of work. A 
number of autograph letters, written to 
personal friends, are reproduced in full. 
The last of the reproductions ts a fac sim- 
fle of the title page of a Cambridge Bible 
of 1879, which is inscribed to “ Thomas 
Donaldson, with everlasting life wishes 
from Walt Whitman, April, 1990." Don- 
aldson was long one of the poet's intimates, 
and possessed the original manuscripts of 
many of his poems and prose pieces.
